The 
history of the loss of the child and her 
subsequent movement is interesting. 
After the child disappeared, the father 
aroused the neighborhood, and a long 
search was made. He firmly believed 
the child had been abducted, and left no 
stone unturned to find her. He tracked 
two men to Ripon under the belief that 
they had the child, but there he lost 
track of them. The father and his son 
entered the army; the son was killed; 
the father returned alone, and the family 
removed to Durand, where he has lived 
for ten years. 

Of the adventures of the child, nothing 
is known up to her sixth year. She re- 
members that at that age she was living 
in St. Louis with a woman she regarded 
as her mother. She was taken ill, and 
under the impression that she would die, 
she confessed to the girl that she was not 
her mother; that she had been stolen, 
and that she (the woman) had been paid 
to keepher. The woman did not die, 
and the girl remained with her in 5t. 
Louis until she was eleven years old. At 
that time Capt. L. D. Bartlett, of Hud- 
son, Wisconsin, captain of the steamer 
Viola, was im St. Louis witb his wife.
